A MATTER  OF  RECORD 


Most  of  us  can  remember  back  when  all  recorded  music 
seemed  to  come  from  no  more  than  four  or  five  major  recording 
companies.  Today  there  are  more  than  2500  active  labels  on  the 
market,  any  of  them  “one-spot”  operations. 

Seems  that  just  about  all  you  need  to  produce  your  own 
label  is  a name  (preferably  something  orginal  like  “Record”), 
a song  (preferably  something  that  was  a hit  10  years  ago)  aiid 
about  $400  ^preferably  printed  by  the  government). 


One  of  the  happiest  things  to  come  out  of  the  curreijt  made 
melee  of  music  is  the  transfer  of  Dinah  Shore  from  RCA  to 
Capitol. 

After  several  years  of  comparative  inactivity  with  RCA, 
Miss  Shore  has  come  up  with  three  new  albums  on  Capitol,  any 
one  of  which  ably  demonstrates  that  Dinah  can  still  sing  a 
beautiful  ballad  lyric  with  all  the  sincerity  and  professional  ease 
with  which  she  sings  the  “Chevy”  commercials. 


Jazz  fans  will  be  happy  to  know  that  Art  Tatum  has  been 
rediscovered.  It  happened  this  way:  Several  years  ago,  while  at 
a party  with  some  friends,  Mr.  Tatum  was  asked  to  sit  and  play 
awhile.  Fortunately  he  did.  The  host  was  a Hollywood  recording 
engineer  who  had  almost  as  much  recording  equipment  in  his 
home  as  he  had  at  the  studio.  The  result  was  a tapeful  of  Art 
Tatum  piano  in  beautiful  high  fidelity. 

Recently  these  tapes  were’  discovered  by  a friend  of  the  host 
who  suggested  they  be  pressed  for  commercial  distribution. 

With  the  permission  of  the  later  Mr.  Tatum’s  wife  these 
recordings  are  available  on  20th  Fox  label  under  the  title  “Art 
Tatum  Discoveries,”  volumes  one  and  two.  Turns  out  to  be  some 
of  the  best  Art  Tatum  ever  recorded. 


Speaking  of  high  fidelity,  I bet  some  of  you  thought  the 
only  thing  you  were  getting  when  you  bought  a new  album  of 
your  favorite  artist  was  Hi-Fi  quality.  A quick  check  of  the 
various  labels  shows  that  actually  you’re  getting  a lot  more: 
Vitaphonic  High  Fidelity,  Ultraphonic  High  Fidelity,  Full  fre- 
quency range  recording,  Full  Dimensional  sound  High  Fidelity, 
Orthophonic  High  Fidelity,  Panoramic  True  High  Fidelity  and 
on  and  on  and  on.  There’s  even  one  label  out  called  “Palette” 
which  claims  to  be  “color  in  music,”  obviously  a pigment  of  the 
imagination. 


One  of  “Downbeat’s”  writers  wonders  if  anyone  makes  low- 
fi  records  for  people  with  old  record  players.

‘Stereo’  Has 
Two  Heads

They  say  that  the  only  thing 
worse  than  having  a headache 
would  be  having  two  headaches. 
To  a three-weeks-old  calf  named 
“Stereo,”  such  a situation  is  not 
impossible.  Stereo  has  two  heads. 

THE  TWO-HEADED  calf  was 
delivered  by  caesarean  section 
by  veterinarian  Dr.  Roy  Thorn- 
berg,  at  Burley,  Idaho.  Dr. 
Thorn^erg  and  Idaho  newspa- 
perman Gayle  Norton  brought  | 
the  calf  to  Provo  in  the  back  of 
a Ford  Thunderbird  and  turned  | 
it  over  to  Dr.  Keith  Hoopes,  as- 1 
sistant  professor  of  animal  hus- 1 
bandry  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. The  animal  is  being 
cared  for  at  the  BYU  Dairy 
Farm. 

The  calf  was  nicknamed  Ster- 
eo because  the  two  noses  look 
like  a stereophonic  speaker.  The 
calf  has  two  noses,  two  mouths 
and  four  eyes.  The  heads  are 
joined  together  at  the  middle 
eyes.  The  eyes  are  too  close  to- 
gether for  them  to  close.  The 
other  two  eyes  are  normal.  The 
animal  has  two  ear's  rather  than 
four. 

The  call  apparently  has  one 
brain,  according  to  Dr.  Hoopes, 
and  there  is  some  evidence  of  a 
brain  deformity  since  the  animal 
has  poor  coordination. 

SEYMORE  Mikkelsen,  animal 
husbandry  director  of  student 
projects,  helps  care  for  the  calf. 
He  feeds  the  animal  through  a 
tube  directly  to  the  stomach, 
since  the  calf  has  difficulty  swal- 
lowing through  either  of  its 
mouths. 

The  calf  is  fed  twice  a day. 
Feed  includes  five  pounds  of 
milk,  antibiotics  and  vitamins. 
Dr.  Hoopes  said  that  if  the  ani- 
mal were  left  alone  it  would  die 
quickly  because  of  its  inability 
to  eat  properly.  He  said,  how- 
ever, that  by  feeding  and  caring 
for  it  by  hand  the  calf  could  live 
indefinitely. 

Many  persons  have  visited  the 
BYU  Dairy  Farm  to  see  the  calf 
since  it  was  brought  to  Provo 
June  1. 


Dad’s  Day  is  Sunday; 
Tributes  to  Father 
Date  Back  to  2000  BC 


FATHER’S  DAY  may  b^  of- 
ficially 50  years  old  this  year, 
but  tributes  to  Dad  are  an  an- 
cient tradition,  according  to 
Rust  Craft  Publishers, 


Probably  the  oldest  is  a clay 
tablet  written  by  Elmesu,  a 
Babylonian,  about  2000  years  be- 
fore Christ.  It  implores  the  gods 
to  grant  his  father  good  health 
and  “enduring  days”  — wishes 
which  are  echoed  in  a thousand 
different  ways  on  this  year’s  af- 
fectionate Father’s  Day  greeting 
cards. 

From  an  affectionate  to  a light- 
hearted tribute  to  the  family’s 
“forgotten  man”  comes  this  one 
from  the  same  publisher,  Rust 
Craft: 

“Happy  Father’s  Day  from 
your  favorite  Dish  . . . Washer!” 
Several  of  the  “off-beat”  stu- 
dio type  cards  depict  Dad  as  he 
really  is: 

“To  Dad  who  is  always  calm, 
cool  and  . . . collected  from!” 
And,  “To  good  ol’  Pop  . . . 
Happy  Pauper’s  Day!” 

DAD  MAY  BE  King  in  Ameri- 
ca (well  for  one  day,  anyway) 
but  in  some  parts  of  the  world, 
he  could  stand  a little  recogni- 
tion.' 

On  Palau  Island  in  the  South 
Seas,  for  example,  the  ruling 
matriarch  can  have  any  male  eX' 
ecuted  if  he  even  disturbs  her 
contemplation. 


And  near  Sumatra,  Dad  has  to 
go  live  with  his  wife’s  family; 
children  take  their  mother’s 
name — and  only  daughters  in- 
herit property. 


In  india,  Dad’s  in  even  worse 
shape.  If  he  goes  into  debt, 
Mother  can  sell  him  into  slavery 
to  pay  off  his  creditors.  And  in 
the  African  Sudan,  Mother  may 
return  to  her  parents  after  bear- 
ing five  children — leaving  Fa- 
ther to  look  after  the  little  ones. 

Fathers  were  not  always  low 
men  on  the  totem  pole,  though. 

Back  in  ancient  Greece,  an  an- 
nual festival  honored  Zeus,  fa- 
ther of  the  gods.  Zeus  was  also 
patron  of  human  fathers,  and 
dutiful  sons  gave  their  Dads  the 
traditional  gift — a cluster  of  ripe 
grapes. 

Probably  the  champion  father 
of  all  time  was  Emperor  Mulai
